Chu:c'-{ircet and upon his Friends Recommendation he accord- 
ingly Entettaincd her in his Houſe, in nature f his Servant , She 
behaving her ſelt ſeemingly weil , and never was obſerved to haye 
any one follow her,unleſs one young Man, whom ſhe called Ca2en, 
pretending he was her Uncles Son: on $S-; 4:y laſt being the ſeventh 
of this Inftant November, her Milſtriis and {he had a 1mall falling - 


_ our, abour the Dreſling of a Dinner, and ſome Words pall, bur in 


no likelyhood of ſuch force as to prompr her on to ſuch a deſpe- 
rate Revenge, the Feude being reaſonably pacified ; She went 
about her VVork as at other times ſhe was wont to do, continu- 
ing very Cheartul all S»nday after, and likewiſe Monday, which 
was the Day, whercin ſhe Acted the horrid Deed. About nine of 
the Clock in the Evening, the was obſerved ro go up Stairs, ar 
which time, as She fince did not greatly deny, and by Circum: 
ſtances does plainly Appear. She went into the Garrer where the 
Tapſter of the Houſe Lay, and with a Bunch of Keys that were 
afterwards found abour her, opened ſeveral Trunks, in which were 
Cloathes which ſhe took out and bundled up, putting ſeveral of 
her own amongſt them : Aſter that with ſeveral Candlcs (the 


 Tallow of which being tound melted on the Floor) ſhe ſet the 


Trunks on Firc, placing them where {he thought they ſooneſt 
would rake hold'of the Timber. This being done and ſhe fecing 
them to begin ro Blaize, went down Scairs, and placed her ſelf in 
the Barr, this being berwcen Ten and Eleven of the Clock : when 
immediately the Smoak came down Stairs, of which e'r ary be- 
ſides thofe of rhe Houſe ſmelt it, *She began to-complain of, ſay- 
ing, That there was an intolerable Smoak, which-almoft pur her 
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Eyes our. VVhercupon her Miftriſs Anſwered, She ſaw no tuct: 

mighty Smoak as the pretended : Bur if there was any the belic- 


yed, That it proceeded trom the Burning of Faggurts 1n the Cham- * 


ber over Kcau. There having been ſome Gentle-men ot her Ac- 
quaintance latcly in the fame. Bur rhe Wench perfiited, 't har jr 
could n9t come trom thence, bur thar the Houſe ſhe teared, was 
on tire, or Wcrds to that effect ; the Smoak till encreaſing more 
and morc, They were induced ro Believe there had ſome muſchic| 
indecd havncd, or tar ſonic Brand roaling out of the Chimney . 
might have taken hold of the Hangings, ſo that running up 
Stairs, they went into the Room where the Fire had been made, 
but found all things in good Order : When Jooking farther they 
obſerved a Smoak to come down the other pair of Stairs, thar iwere 
'&t higher: So that when they went up them, riicy found rhe 
Garrets all on irc, being fred in ſeveral places, ami thar in one 
place it had Burnt quite through the Floor, into the Chamber 
underneath : Whercupon they immediately called for help, 
which was not long cr they had ſufficient from their Neighbours: 
and through Providence in a ſhort rime Maſlered that Raging E- 
lemcnt. which then began to Blaze through the Roof of rhe 
Houſe : And, Heaven knows, had it not becntso ſlaycd, it being 
afnongti O':d Buildings, what harm it might have done , or 
where have cnded. 


Aftcr the lire was beaten down, and the hurry was over, they 
began to ſearch into the Caute of it, orhow it ſhouid happen, 
which they iong had not done, before they iound, as we have 
already mentioned, ſeveral parcels of Greace, which coma trom 
the melted Candles, and that rhe Trunkes being firtt opened were 
ſer on Firc, which being light and dry, had tired the reit. Both 
the Garrcts being Fired in ſeveral places, the Trunks Burnt to 
Aſhes, but the Aſhes of no Woollen Apparel found among rhe 
reſt; Which made them Enquire what might become of the
